DECLARATION OF DAVID L. MORGAN, 
KENTUCKY STATE HISTORIC PRESERVATION OFFICER 

I, David L. Morgan, make the following declaration 
based on personal knowledge, information, and belief: 

1. I am the Kentucky State Historic Preservation 
Officer. I am the official designated pursuant to 
Sec. 101(b)(1) of the National Historic Preservation 
Act ("the Act") to administer the state historic 
preservation office, reflect the interests of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky and citizens in the 
preservation of their cultural heritage, and advise 
and assist federal agencies in carrying out their 
responsibilities under Section 106 of the Act and 
implementing regulations of the federal Advisory 
Council on Historic Preservation. 

2 . I have read the Categorical Exclusion adopted by the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, dated July 19, 2004, 
regarding a federal undertaking, consisting of the 
provision of funding for equipment at the "Megna 
(sic, should be Bowling Green) Metalforming," plant 
in north Warren County, Kentucky, within Phase I of 
the Kentucky Transpark.
